British Troops Fight With 
Armed Terrorists and 
- Kill 27 Arabs.

BETHLEHEM, Saturday, Dec. 
25.—(UP)—The_ spitting fire of 
machine guns, killing Arab ter- 
rorists in the hallowed hills of 
Galijee, ushered in Christmas in 
the Holy Land early today as steel- 
helmeted British troops fought a 
pitched battle with an armed band 
near Nazareth. 

Twenty-seven Arabs lay dead 
as dawn approached on the natal 
day of Christ amid widespread 
bloodshed and terrorism. But 
overhead shone the same stars that 


manger more than 1,900 years ago. 

The day broke cold and cloudy. 
British bombing planes rode across 
the sky. 

The battle between the British 
troops and the band of more than 
300 terrorists occurred near Naz- 
areth, where Christ lived and 
preached. 

Bells pealed from the Church 
of the Natiwity, upon the exact 
spot where the Prince of Peace 
was born. But the stillness of the 
hills He roamed preaching peace 
on earth, good will to men was 
broken by a miniature war as the 
soldiers drew a ring of fire around 
the fleeing Arabs. 

The bombing planes of the Roy- 
al Air Force, most modern 
war’s terrifying instruments, rum- 
bled through the-clear night above 
hallowed spots where Christ spent | 
his childhood and performed many | 
of His miracles. 

Shepherds guarding their flocks | 
on the limestone. slopes gazed in 
awe on the planes which yester-.

REBELS REPORTED 
SEIZED IN TERUEL 


Last 400 Crushed, Loyal: 
ists Say as Insurgents 
Mass To Retake City. 


HENDAYE, Franco - Spanish 
Frontier, Dec. 24—(7) — The 
Spanish government declared to- 
night its forces had destroyed the 
last Insurgent defenders of Te- 
ruel and hailed the victory as the 
first in a “final drive” to crush 
insurrection throughout Spain. 

But the Insurgents, flatly deny- 
ing the few hundred of their com- 
rades remaining in Teruel had 
been annihilated, massed _ rein- 
forcements to recapture the stra- 
tegic city at the southernmost tip 
of the Aragon front. 

An army of 40,000 men com- 
manded by General Miguel Aran- 
da, Insurgent chief in southern 
Aragon, was concentrated north- 
west of Teruel ready to partici- 
pate in an encircling movement 
already started against govern- 
ment troops holding the city, the 
Insurgent command announced. 

Heavy snow had hampered 
movements of General Aranda’s 
army, but it was said to be ready 
for action. 

Government dispatches told of 
capturing thé last Insurgent 
stronghold within Teruel—held by 
‘about 400 men—after blasting 
‘them with hand grenades. A large 
‘number of prisoners were report- 
ed taken in final assaults on a 
seminary, a cathedral, the Bank of 
Spain building, the civil governor’s 
palace and a barracks. 

Large supplies of war materials, 
including anti-aircraft batteries, 
were reported captured in the gov- 
ernment’s 10-day siege of Teruel.

The ship was identified as an 
American vessel by two large 
horizontal flags, one spread over 
the forward top deck and one 
over the after top deck, both 
clearly visible from the air at any 
angle. Each of these flags meas- 
ured about eighteen feet in length 
and about fourteen feet in width, 
and hed been freshly repainted. 

In addition to these two flags 
and on account of the emergency 
condition existing, the Panay had 
been flying her largest size en- 
sign at the gaff, both day and 
night, whether underway or at 
anchor. All ensigns, both hori- 
zontal and vertical, were bright- 
ly illuminated all night. 
ARTILLERY SHELLS FALL 
ABOUT 400 YARDS AWAY. 


At 8:14 a. m., I observed ar- 
tillery shells falling in the river 
about four hundred yards off 
our starboard beam presumably 
from Japanese artillery although 
the batteries were not visible. At 
8:25 a. m., I got the Panay under- 
way for up-river to get clear of 
this firing and signalled the con- 
voy to follow at 8:43 a. m. 

At 9:40 a, m., having resumed 
pur journey with the Panay at 
the head of the column, follow- 
ed in the order named by the 
Meiping, Meishia and Meian, two 
groups of Japanese soldiers were 
sighted on the left (north) bank. 
They waved hand flags at the 
Panay and seemed to want to 
communicate with us. 

Accordingly the Panay hove to, 
and a Japanese armed tender 
came alongside, carrying Lieuten- 
ant Sheseyo Murakimi and about 
90 men, most of whom were arm- 
ed with machine guns. Lieutenant 
Anders, my executive officer, met 
this officer at the gangway as he 
stepped on board, accompanied by 
his sword bearer and two privates 
with fixed bayonets. 

Lieutenant Anders informed me 
that the officer desired to speak 
to me so I turned the conn (con- 
trol of deck) over to Lieutenant 
Anders and went to the gangway. 

Lieutenant Murakami asked me 
where the Panay was going, and 
I said to a point up river 28 
miles from Nanking. He said 
‘Why are you going there?’ to 
which I replied ‘To keep clear of 
artillery fire.’ 

He asked me about the three 
merchant ships, and I informed 


him that they were American 
ships under my protection. His 


Atcheson Jr., of the 

embassy, Nanking, China. Lieu- 
tenant Murakami then invited me 
to repay his call ashore, which 
invitation I respectfully declined. 
At 9:53 a. m. the Japanese tender 
cleared the side. 

At 9:54 a. m. the Panay again 
resumed her way up the river. 
At 11 a. m. I anchored the Panay 
at a point 20 miles up river from 
Nanking 
Moosung in a broad open space 
in the river. My reason for an- 
choring there was simply to keep 
out of the way of the contending 
armies. This location seemed 
highly desirable. We were easily 
visible, especially accompanied as 
we were by three merchant ships, 
for miles around on every side. 

It seemed unlikely that any 
troops would try to cross the riv- 
er in our vicinity. In selecting 
this spot I had in mind primarily 
the safety of the Panay and the 
refugees whom she was carrying. 
but also the safety and well-be- 
ing of the American ships in the 
convoy and their personnel. 

Immediately upon anchoring I 
posted sentry lookouts for air- 
planes and troop movements. At 
1 p. m. I allowed a party of about 
eight men to visit the Meiping 
near by. These men were still 
on board the Meiping when the 
attack started and were therefore 
unable to return to the ship. 

At about 1:27 p. m. the lIook- 
out called down that two planes 
were in sight, altitude about 4,- 
000 feet. The weather was clear, 
with good visibility and no wind, 
The planes were clearly visible 
in spite of their altitude, which 
may not have been as high as 
reported to*me at that time. 

I had no idea whatsoever that 
the planes intended to attack us. 
About this time I went up to the 
bridge with Chief Quartermaster 
John Lang in order to keep a bet- 
ter lookout for further plane ap- 
proaches. 


ATTACK BY PLANES 
STARTS AT 1:29 P. M. 


About 1:29 p. m. I looked out 
of the door of the bridge to pick 
up again the two planes I had 
originally seen, and was aston- 
ished to discover that both were 
rapidly losing altitude in a direc- 
tion toward us. Almost imme- 
diately they appeared to go into 
power dives. Almost immedi- 
ately a bomb seemed to strike 
directly over our heads ripping 
a big hole in the roof of the 
bridge. 

I lost consciousness for what 
must have been only a minute 
or two. When I came to I dis- 
covered myself on the deck of 
the bridge,#¢badly stunned, with 
my head covered with blood and 
my right leg painfully injured at 
the hip, making it impossible for 
me to rise to my feet. 

A hole had been broken in the 
deck of the bridge near where 
Lang and I had been standing. 
I asked Lang if he were injured 
to which he replied, “No, sir.”

me down to the ship’s galley, 
which is on the main deck, and 
a good central point from which 
to direct operations. 

Before I was able to reach the 
galley, which was necessarily a 
slow process on account.of my 
disabling wound, I heard the Pa- 
nay’s machine guns firing and 
realized that the crew was car- 
rying on probably under the im- 
mediate direction of Lieutenant 
Anders, my executive officer. 

At the galley I sent Lang to 
notify all officers that I was in 
the galley, incapacitated, and to 
tell the engineer officer, Lieu- 
tenant (J. G.) Geist to let me 
know if we were taking water 
and if we could get the ship un- 
derway. 


BOMBED CONTINUOUSLY 
UNTIL ABOUT 2:25 P. M. 


From then on the planes bomb- 
ed us continuously until about 
2:25 p. m. They appeared to be 
attacking us in relays of two or 
three each. The first group that 
came over’dive bombed from a 
considerable altitude which kept 
them -beyond range of our Lewis 
machine guns. 

Later, when the Panay was 
visibly smashed up, they came 
much closer and not only let 
go their bombs from low alti- 
tudes of perhaps one or two hun- 
dred feet, but also machine-gun- 
ned our decks, firing as they 
came down diving. I distinctly 
heard their guns, which had a 
different sound from the Panay’s. 
I was informed at the time that 
the planes were Japanese navy 
planes identified by their char- 
acteristic red circle. According 
to my reckoning, the Panay must 
have received about 24 direct 
hits. I could not believe it was 
possible for such a small ship 
to receive such damage and still 
float. I was informed later that 
the first bomb which disabled 
me also put the forwara three- 
inch gun and the radio room out 
of action and brought down the 
foremast. 


At 1:58 p. m, the ship appearcc 
to be settling quite fast. Mean- 
while before the engineer officer 
could reach me to give me a re- 
port on the status of our pro- 
pelling machinery, I heard a 
sharp rush of steam escaping 
from our steaming boiler. The 
engineer officer, Lieutenant 
Geist, reported shortly thereafter 
and said we could not get under- 
way because the steaming boil- 
er had been ruptured. 

About this time someone in- 
formed me that we appeared to 
be in danger of being run down 
by one of the merchant ships. 
I got Mr. Paxton to carry me 
to the door of the galley, and 
from what I could see I sup- 
posed that the vessel was at- 
tempting to come alongside the 
Panay, probably to take off our 
personnel, 

About that instant another 
storm of bombs fell, both on the 
Panay and the merchant ship. 
The latter then abandoned her 
attempt to help the Panay. It 
should be remembcred that at- 
tacking planes concentrated al- 


most all their efforts on the Pa- nese boat was firing on the 


nay during at least the first half 
hour. 

By 2 p. m. it seemed unlikely 
to me that I should be able to 
save the ship. About 2:02 p. m. 
Ensign Biwerse returned and 
said he thought we should aban- 
don ship, especially as he 
thought the job would take some 
time with only two small boats. 

Accordingly, I gave the order 
to abandon ship, and to start by 
sending the worst wounded 
ashore first. Boats contained 
only wounded, except for the 
boats’ crews, Chief Boatswain 
Mate Mahlmann, and several of 
the crew that had not been in- 
jured. They came to the galley 
to put me in the first boat. I 
protested against leaving the ship 
at this time, and was most un- 
willing to do so; byt it appeared 
that they did not heed my pro- 
test because of my condition. 
With Mr. Paxton’s assistance 
they carried me down to the 
deck, and laid me flat on my 
face across the bow of the mo- 
tor Sampan. 

I told Ensign Biwerse to tell 
Lieutenant Anders and the other 
officers that if the attack should 
cease, I wanted Ensign Biwerse 
to remain on board with a small 
detail of about. six pinyred 
men to do what they Would to 
keep the ship from going down, 
and that in any case Ensign Bi- 
werse and his detail were to be 
the last to leave. 

I knew at that time that En- 
sign Biwerse was the only unin- 
jured officer, although suffering 
from shock, and had had most 
of his clothes blown off, and be- 
lieved that Lieutenant Anders 
and Lieutenant (J. G.) Geist 
were sufficiently injured to jus- 
tify their leaving the ship before 
the last boatload. 


PLANES START BOMBING 
MERCHANT VESSELS 


After arriving on shore I was 
informed both the motor Sam- 
pan and pulling sampan had 
been machine-gunned by the at- 
tacking planes. Sometime there- 
after I heard the sound of a mo- 
tor launch in the river close to 
where we were hidden in the 
reeds. The launch stayed in our 
vicinity a few minutes and then 
left. 

I cannot say whether or not 
they attempted to search for us 
because I was keeping my men 
out of sight and had deliberate- 
ly left no debris on the beach by 
which we could be traced. 
Shortly afterwards a second 
launch passed. 

About this time the planes 
started bombing the merchant 
vessels. At 2:25 p. m. they ceas- 
ed bombing the Panay altogeth- 
er. It was while they were 
bombing the Panay that two of 
the merchant vessels were able 
to get under way and-~ beach 
themselves. 

With only two small boats 
available, it took many return 
trips to take all the personnel off 
the ship. Starting at 2:05 p. m. 
we completed the operations at 
a little after 3 p. m. Some time 
before the ship sank I heard the 
rattle of machine guns and was 
informed that an armed Japa- 
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Panay. 

I was subsequently informed 
that this boat had put several 
men on board who remained 
only ¢. few minutes and then left. 
I was shortly informed that the 
ship sank with her colors still 
flying at 3:54 p. m., turning 
over to starboard. 

While on board, the roar of 
the bomb explosions and the 
pieces of debris flying around 
made it impossible to keep any 
written record of the various 
hits, the damage sustained, or 
the injury to the personnel. 

There was absolutely no panic. 
The orders I gave were carried 
out exactly. The ship had the 
normal Yangtze gunboat general 
quarters station bell. We had 
special details for air defense, 
which involved using only our 
machine guns. 

The hull had many holes when 
abandoned and was shipping wa- 
ter rather rapidly. It would have 
been impossible to get the ship 
underway to beach her because 
her steaming boiler had been rup- 
tured. 

Lieutenant Anders, my execu- 
tive officer, with great courage 
and pérseverance, maintained the 
fire of all.our machine guns, al- 
though he had been badly wound- 
ed almost immediately in the 
throat, and later in the arm and 
both hands. He was able, how- 
ever, to keep his feet and main- 
tained active charge. 


JAPANESE PLANES 
FLEW OVER SURVIVORS 


As already mentioned, I had 
my men abandon ship in the or- 
der of worst wounded. First, I 
sent the boats to the nearest land 
which was covered by high reeds. 
I told the men that after they 
reached the beach, they were to 
get in shore and hide in the 
reeds without, however, getting 
too far separated. 

After getting all the men off 
the ship and on the beach, we 
found two Japanese planes fly- 
ing fairly low overhead appar- 
ently looking for the Panay sur- 
vivors. The reeds, however, ap- 
parently afforded us_ sufficient 
cover to remain unseen. These 
planes subsequently departed, but 
shortly iater bombing attacks 
were made on the two merchant 
vessels which were by now 
beached on the bank opposite us. 
The third merchant vessel had 
already been sunk by bombs. 

We were on an island. Lieu- 
tenant Arthur F. Anders, my 
executive officer, was by this 
time badly weakened from loss 
of blood, and Lieutenant (J. G.) 
Geist was also badly wounded in 
the leg. Ensign Biwerse had es- 
caped actual injury but was suf- 
fering somewhat from shock. 

I felt that under the circum- 
stances of our urgent condition 
and position, I should utilize the 
experience and mature judgment 
of Captain Frank N. Roberts, 
United States army, the assistant 
military attache to the American 
embassy in China, who had eome 
on board at Nanking. 

He had escaped injury and was 
most anxious as an officer to as- 
sist me in any way. His ability 
to speak Chinese was also a val- 
uable factor. I therefore ap- 
pointed him as my immediate 
representative to take active 
physical charge under my direc- 
tion and such orders as he gave 
were after consultation with me 
and by my authority and direc- 
tion. I also acknowledge grate- 
fully the kind and efficient as- 
sistance of Mr. Atchison in the 
same way. 

It is my grateful duty to add 
that Captain Roberts’ services 
were absolutely invaluable, and it 
is impossible for me to express 
my full appreciation of them. I 
am sure that every member of 
the party would agree that his 
efficiency, kindness and tact, and 
his experience in handling an op- 
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eration of this nature on shore 
greatly contributed to our final 
escape. 

Mr. Atcheson, who also speaks 
Chinese, agreed at my request to 
remain with the party to facilitate 
dealings with Chinese officials, 


SECRETARY PAXTON TRIES 
TO GET MESSAGE THROUGH 


‘At about 5:15 p. m. Second Sec- 
retary of the Embassy Mr. J. Hall 
Paxton, who aslo speaks Chinese, 
left our party at my request to 
try to get a message through 
either by telephone or telegraph 
to the American ambassador at 
Hankow, informing him of our 
plight. 

As already mentioned, after 
dark all able-bodied men track- 
ed the launch, carrying the 
wounded around the little island 
close to the mainland on which 
we had fqund ourselves. In the 
meantime Mr. Paxton, who had 
gone on ahead, sent back coolie 
carriers from the first village, and 
they carried our wounded there. 
At this village we engaged more 
coolies and set out for the next 
village inland, Hoshien, which 
was five miles away and three 
miles away from the river bank. 

When. we arrived at Hoshien 
about midnight we were received 
and treated with the greatest 
kindness by the magistrate and 
all the Chinese there and were 
quartered in the hospital where 
we remained throughout the day- 
light. On Monday, 13 December, 
Ensminger, storekeeper, first 
class, and Mr. Sandro Sandri, 
Italian journalist, died from their 
injuries while we were there. 

At dark that evening, 13 De- 
cember, we set out for the next 
town, Hanshan, by junks which 
Captain Roberts had engaged. It 
was while we were at Hanshan, 
approximately 12 miles inland 
from the left (north) bank, that 
I received word of the American 
and British gunboats which had 
been sent to assist us and of the 
presence of a Japanese gunboat 
to guarantee us safety from fur- 
ther attacks. 

The magistrate and the Chinese 
residents of the second village 
were just as helpful as those of 
the first. Finding the party and 
rendering medical aid, they were 
willing to have us in spite of the 
fact that they thought as we did 
that our presence among them 
would draw down bombing at- 
tacks from the Japanese planes. 

We left Hanshan about noon 
on 14 December in the same 
junks in which we had arrived 
and reached the Yangtze river 
about 9:45 p. m. that night. The 
entire party was on board the 
U. S. S. Oahu and H. M. S. ‘Lady- 
bird by 1 a. m. December 15. All 
the passengers who were on 
board the Panay were there at 
their own request, 

SAYS EVERYONE ACTED 
WITH FINE COURAGE 

I have no complaint to make 
regarding the conduct of any of- 
ficer or enlisted man or any pas- 
senger. In my opinion everyone 
acted with fine courage and 
initiative. I consider that the ac- 
tion of my officers and crew in 
attempting to return the fire, 
rendering first aid, safely evac- 
uating all personnel, transporting 
the wounded, keeping together 
and returning as one party with 
the dead and wounded is suffi- 
cient evidence of their courage, 
discipline and fortitude. 

I keenly regret that my own 
injury prevented me from ob- 
serving individual acts of cou- 
rageous conduct of which I feel 
certain, under the circumstances 
every. officer and man performed 
both while on board ship and 
during the subsequent traveling 
ashore. I was particularly im- 
pressed by and grateful for the 
high morale and cheerful and 
faithful manner in which my of- 
ficers and men assisted one an- 
other. : 

I deem it my duty, however, 
to comment particularly upon the 
cool and courageous conduct of 
Lieutenant Arthur F. Anders, my 
executive officer,: who though 
wounded in several places, un- 
able to speak and suffering se- 
vere loss of blood, kept his feet, 
directed the fire and supervised 
the abandoned ship. His conduct 
was an inspiration to all hands.

A Jap- 
anese army lieutenant, “accompa- 
nied by his sword bearer and two 
privates with fixed bayonets,’ 
boarded the Panay, asked Lieu- 
tenant Commander Hughes where 
the ship was going and sought to 
obtain information of Chinese 
troop activities. 


56-Minute Bombing. 


Three bimotored planes and six 
single-motored planes, plainly 
identified as Japanese, bombed the 
Panay for 56 minutes, making 24 
direct hits. 

“During the entire attack the 
weather was clear, with high vis- 
ibility and little if any wind.” 

Later the planes came much 
closer and machine-gunned the 
ts from heights of 100 to 200

The planes “concentrated all 
their efforts on the Panay dur- 
ing. at least the first half hour.” | 

The Panay crew manned ma- 
chine-guns against the planes but 
could not use the 3-inch guns be- 
cause of their firing angle. 

Attacking airmen “machine- 
gunned both the motor Sampan 
and the pulling Sampan” (life- 
boats) carrying wounded survi- 
vors ashore, “causing several fur- 
ther wounds and. piercing the 
boats with bullets.” 

After the survivors hid in the 
reeds along the Yangtze they first 
saw a Japanese motor launch 
cruise about and feared it was 
searching for them. They also 
saw “two Japanese planes flying 
fairly low overhead apparently 
looking for the Panay survivors.” 

“A Japanese powerboat filled 
with armed soldiers approached 
close to the Panay, opened fire 
with a machine-gun, went along- 
side, boarded and left within five 
minutes.” 

Two and Half Hours to Sink 

It required two hours and 25 
minutes to sink the gunboat. 

“After attacks on the Panay had 
ceased, the Meiping and Meishia 
(tankers) were further attacked 
by. Japanese bombing planes, set 
on fire and destroyed. Just pre- 
vious to this bombing Japanese 
army units on shore near the 
wharf attempted to avert this 
bombing: by waving Japanese 
flags. They were not successful 
and received several casualties.” 

Two navy men were killed 
(three other men also lost their 
lives), 11 were seriously injured 
and 32 slightly injured. All the 
officers were wounded or shocked. 
Total casualties were therefore a 
considerable majority of the 
crew. 

Both reports praised the con- 
duct of officers and men under 
fire. 

They agreed in lauding the 
friendliness of the Chinese people 
through whose towns the survi- 
vors had to pass as_ refugees, 
wounded or otherwise, to reach 
safety, and to British naval offi- 
cers who aided in the rescue.

ASSERTS ATTACK 
WAS DUE TO MISTAKE 


24. (AP)—The 
Japanese note signed by Foreign 
Minister Hirota on the sinking of 
the United States gunboat Panay 
by Japanese planes December 12 
follows: 

Monsieur l’Ambassadeur: _ 

Régarding the unfortunate in- 
cident occurring on the Yangtze 
river about 26 miles above Nan- 
king December 12, in which Jap- 
anese naval aircraft attacked by 
mistake the U. S. S. Panay and 
three merchant ships belonging 
to the Standard Oil Company of 
America, causing them to sink or 
burn with the result there were 
casualties among those aboard, I 
had the honor previously to send 
your excellency my note of date 
December 14. 

Almost simultaneously, how- 
ever, I received your excellency’s 
note, which was sent by direc- 
tion of the government of the 
United States and which, after 


describing circumstances prior to | 
occurrence of the incident, con- 


cludes that acts of Japanese 
forces in the attack were carried 
out in complete disregard for 
United States rights, taking 
American life and destroying 
American property both public 


and private; and which states: 
“In these circumstances the 
government of the United States 
requests and expects of the Jap- 
anese government a formally re- 
corded expression of regret, an 
undertaking to make complete 
and comprehensive indemnifica- 
tions, and assurance that defi- 
nite and specific steps have been 
taken which will insure that 
hereafter American nationals, in- 
terests and property in China will 
not be subjected to attack by 
Japanese armed forces or unlaw- 
ful interference by any Japanese 
authorities or forces whatsoever.” 


As regards circumstances sur-| 
rounding the present unfortunate | 
incident, I desire to state that, 
while it is concluded in your ex-| 
cellency’s (note) that the inci-| 
dent resulted from disregard for | 
American rights by Japanese) 
armed forces, it was entirely due | 
to a mistake, as has been de-. 
scribed in my above-mentioned 
note. 

As a result of thorough inves- | 
tigations which have been con-| 
tinued since then in all possible 
ways to discover the real causes, 
it has now been fully established 
that the attack was entirely un- 
intentional. 

I trust this has been made 
quite clear to your excellency 
through detailed explanations 
made to your excellency Decem-

The Japanese government are 
studying carefully every possi- 
ble means of achieving more ef- 
fectively the above.aims, while 
they already have taken steps to 
ascertain, in still closer contact 
with American authorities in 
China, the whereabouts of Amer- 
ican interests and nationals, and 
to improve, means of communi- 
cating intelligence thereof speed- 
idly and effectively to authori- 
ties on the spot. 

Although the attack on the 
man-of-war and other vessels of 
the United States was due to a 
mistake, as has been 
above, the commander of the fly- 
ing force concerned was imme- 
diately removed from his post 
and recalled on grounds of fail- 
ure to take the fullest measures 
of precaution. 

Moreover, fleet staff members, 
the commander of the flying 
squadron and all others respon- 
sible have been auly dealt with 
according to law. The Japanese 
government is thus endeavoring 
to preclude absolutely all possi- 
bility of recurrence of incidents 
of similar character. 

It needs hardly be emphasized 
that of all the above-mentioned 
measures taken by the Japanese 
government, the recall of the 
commander of the flying force 
has a significance of special im- 
portance. 

It is my fervent hope that the 
fact will be fully appreciated by 
the government of the United 
States that this drastic step has 
been taken solely because of a 
sincere desire by the Japanese 
government to safeguard the 
rights and interests of the United 
States and other third powers. 

I avail myself of this oppor- 
tunity to renew to your excel- 
lency assurances of my highest 
consideration.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 25.—(Satur- 
day)—Japanese columns today 
crossed the Yellow river for anew 
drive into Shantung province 
while, in Shanghai, the Japanese 
command announced the fall,of 
Hangchow, capital of Chekiang 
province and one of China’s most 
prosperous cities.

CONSTRUCTIVE LEGISLATION 

Georgia’s new tax law, providing for classi- 
fication of intangible property so it may bear 
its fair share of state tax, is as constructive a 
piece of tax legislation as any enacted by any 
legislature for the past quarter of a century. 

For many years Georgia leaders who have 
studied the state’s tax problems have urged the 
emergent need for such a law. Its final passage 
heralds a new day in the state’s fiscal affairs 
and in the prosperity of its people. 

The uniform rate of tax on all property, 
adopted when practically all the property in 
the state was real estate, has long been out- 
moded. Although, technically, such properties 
as stocks, bonds, bank deposits, etc., were sub- 
ject to the same tax as realty, in effect they 
were not taxed at all. Because such a levy was 
practically confiscatory but few of these assets 
appeared on the tax digests. 

Many millions of capital were taken to states 
where this type of property has been more 
justly taxed. Thus a large share of private 
capital left Georgia, with the resultant loss to 
industry and business, as well as to the state’s 
tax revenues. 

This situation is entirely changed by the new 
law. Rates of taxation are provided that are 
entirely fair. It is natural that intangible prop- 
erty holders lead the state-wide approval that 
has greeted the new law. They are citizens glad 
to pay their proper share of the state’s up- 
keep and they welcome the opportunity the new 
law provides. 

Now the flow of capital out of the state, 
driven away by the archaic tax laws, will stop. 
The state treasury will benefit, it is estimated, 
by more than $1,000,000 in new money and, bet- 
ter still, Georgia capital will remain in Geor- 
gia, to finance the upbuilding of the state and 
to work shoulder to shoulder with other Geor- 
gia‘ assets for the great state that is promised 
by every informed prophet of the future.

CHRISTMAS PAROLES 
(From the Birmingham Age-Herald.)

For thus making himself an em- 
ploye of the federal government, 
and surrendering his rights to con- 
trol his own farm, the co-operator 
is, of course, to be remunerated by 
subsidy. If he obeys the rules he 
gets a bribe. If he disobeys he 
pays extremely heavy penalties. 


To be sure, a gleblatlée is pro- 
vided for, before allocations be- 
come effective. If one-third of the 
farmers in a given area vote 
against the allocations, then the 
program is overridden. Is there 
any possibility of one-third of the 
farmers using this “democratic” 
instrument? 

At a meeting of the Tennessee 
Farm Bureau Federation in Mem- 
phis, on October 29, 1937, Mr. Os- 
car Johnston, special representa- 
tive of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, made a little speech. Mr. 
Johnston is a cotton farmer; he is, 
that is to say, the very efficient 
manager of a huge cotton planta- 
tion owned by British interests, 
which has been a large benefici- 
ary of subsidies from the federal 
government. Mr. Johnston made 
it clear that nobody needs to wor- 
ry about the few rugged individ- 
ualists who might, possibly, want 
to remain farmers and not become 
“co-operators,” or who might 
possibly, disagree with the allot- 
ments or quotas. 


“Cotton growers want acreage 
control of production,” he said. “I 
don’t care whether we have com- 
pulsory control or not. Because if 
we can get 75 per cent of the 
farmers to join, the program will 
become compulsory. That 75 per 
cent would not stand by and see 
the minority chisel. If they can’t 
make them co-operate by legisla- 
tion, there might be a Ku Klux 
Klan or night.riders. I believe 
that a control program will be- 
come compulsory.” 


Thank you, Mr. Johnston. But I 
recommend the brown shirt, rid- 
ing breeches, and boots or puttees, 
rather than the more flimsy ani 
impracticable costume of the Ku 
Klux Klan. That, after all, was 
designed for an illegal coercive or- 
ganization. A coercive organiza- 
tion which has the backing of Mr. 
Johnston, “special representative 
of the Department of Agriculture,” 
wouldn’t need masks and night- 
gowns. Any simple, practical uni- 
form, worn by the right persons

The. compensations provid- 
ed under it are totally inadequate 
to compensate the farmer for the 
discrimination brought about by 
the necessity of selling his goods 
in a free market and buying them 
in a protected one, behind a tariff 
wall which adds 50 to 100 per cent 
to his costs. 

I will go into the prophecy busi- 
ness and say that for the cotton 
farmer, the bill wAl be disastrous. 
The tariff and artificial control 
methods in Amesica have already 
made it more profitable for the 
foreign consumers, who once 
bought half our cotton crop, to 
buy elsewhere, from those who 
are willing to sell in a competi- 
tive world market. We have al- 
ready lost half of our export trade, 
and we have now passed a bill to 
lose the rest of it. ; 

And the farmer who : doesn’t 
grow cotton musn’t grow anything 
else for the market that might 
compete with what the farmers of 
the middle west already grow in 
too large quantities!

Well, you and I are not farmers, 
and it deesn’t matter to us.

The President wanted the cost 
of this bill set. No human being 
can set the cost of this bill.

Whatever 
we did for the farmers, and sg@me- 
thing has to be done, would cost 
money. If we paid them a direct 
subsidy, estimated to equal un- 
fair tariff discrimination against 
them on that portion of their pro- 
duction domestically consumed, 
and then let them compete with 
the rest of the world on the open 
market—that would cost a great 
deal of money 

But it wouldn’t establish a bal- 
anced-parity-ever-normal system 
of farmer peonage. 


And that is what this bill does.

The Pope said nothing remained 
for the church but to call on God 
“to come to the aid of so many of 
His faithful, who are suffering so 
much in Germany and other coun- 
tries.” Germany was the only land 
specifically mentioned.

Secretary of the Navy Swanson 
has received the following find- 
ing of facts of the court of in- 
quiry, ordered to investigate the 
bombing and sinking of the U. S. 
S. Panay. These findings have 
been approved by the comman- 
der-in-chief, Asiatic fleet. 

The court finds as follows: 

1. That on December 12, 1937, 
the U. S. S. Panay, a unit of the 
Yangtze patrol of the United 


| States Asiatic fleet, was operat- 


ing under lawful orders on the 
Yangtze river. 
2. That the imme@iate mission

t before I went to 
sleep I chanced to read in an 
evening paper a story by a col- 
umnist which appealed to me so 
much as a Christmas sermon that 
this afternoon, on the occasion 
of lighting the national Christ- 


_mas tree in Lafayette Square in 


front of the White House, I am 
going to read to you from it. Here 
is his parable: 

“We were sitting in a high 
room above the chapel, and al- 
though it was Christmas Eve, my 
good friend the Dominie seemed 
curiously troubled. And that was 
strange, .or he was a man ex- 
tremely sensitive to the festivities 
of his faith. 


“The joys and sorrows of Jesus 
were not to him events of a re- 
mote past but more current and 
living happenings than the head 
lines: in the newspapers. At 
Christmas he seems _ actually to 
arg the voice of the herald an- 
gels. 


“My friend is an old man and 
I have known him for many 
years, but this was the first time 
the nativity had failed to rouse 
him to an ecstasy. He admitted 
that something was wrong. ‘To- 
morrow, he _ said, ‘I must go 
down into that chapel and preach 
a Christmas sermon. And I must 
speak of peace and good will to- 
- ard men. I know you think of 
me as a man too cloistered to be 
of any use to my community. 
And I know that our world is one 
of war and hate and enmity. 


ALL FOR GOOD WILL 
WITH EXCEPTIONS 


“‘And you, my young friend, 
and others keep insisting that be- 
fore therg can be brotherhood 
there must be the bashing of 
heads.: You are all for good will 
to men, but you want to note 
very many exceptions. And I am 
still hoping and praying that in 
the great love-of God the final 
seal of interdiction must not be 
put on even one. You may laugh 


at me, but right now I am worry- 
ing about how Christmas came 
to Judas Iscariot.’ 

“It is the habit of my friend 
when he is troubled by doubts 
to reach for the Book, and he did 
so now. He smiled and said, ‘Will 
you assist me in a little experi- 
ment?’ 

“*T will close my eyes and you 
hold out the Bible to me. I will 
open it at random and run my 
fingers down a ‘page. You read 
se the text which I blindly se- 
ect.’

I felt sorry for him, for this was 
no part of the story of the birth 
of Christ but instead an account 
of the great betrayal.

Meiping, Meishia and Meian and 
proceeded up river. 

4. That adequate steps were 
taken at all times to assure that 
the Japanese authorities were in- 
formed of the movements of the 
U. S. S. Panay. 

5. That in addition to her reg- 
ular complement the U. S. S. 
Panay had on board at this time 
four members of the American 
embassy staff, four American na- 
tionals and five foreign nationals. 

6. That at 9:40 a. m., while 
standing up river the U. S. S. 
Panay stopped in response to a 
signal from a Japanese landing 
boat, a Japanese army boarding 
officer with guard went on 
board and was informed that the 
U. S. S. Panay and convoy were 
proceeding to anchorage 28 miles 
above Nanking. No warning 


opened fire and engaged the at- 
tacking planes throughout the re- 
mainder of the attack. The three- 
inch battery was not manned nor 
were any three-inch shells fired 
at any time. This was in ac- 
cordance with the ships air de- 
fense bill. 

18. That during the bombing 
many were injured by flying 
fragments and concussion and all 
suffered shock on the first bomb. 
The captain suffered a _ broken 
hip and severe shock; soon there-

By 
this time the main deck was 
awash and the Panay appeared 
to be sinking. 

20. All severely wounded were 
transferred ashore in the first 
trips. The captain protested in his 
own case. The executive officer, 
when no longer able to carry on 
due to wounds, left the ship on 
the next to last trip and Ensign 
Biwerse remained until the last 
trip. 

21. That after the Panay had 
been abandoned, Mahlmann, chief 
boatswain mate, and Weimers, 
machinist mate first class, re- 
turned to the Panay in one of the 
ship’s boats to obtain stores and 
medical supplies. While they were 
returning to the beach a Japa- 
nese power boat filled with 
armed Japanese soldiers ap- 
proached close to the Panay, 
opened fire with a machine gun, 
went alongside, boarded and left 
within five minutes. 

22. That at 3:54 p. m., the 
Panay, shortly after the Japanese 
boarding party had left, rolled 
over to the starboard and sank 
in from seven to ten fathoms of 
water, approximate latitude 30 
degrees 44 minutes 30 seconds 
north; longitude, 117 degrees 27 
minutes east. Practically no val- 
uable government property was 
salvaged.

Does Christmas as an event ob- 
scure Christ as a person? Nearly 
seven hundred years before Christ 
was born in Bethlehem, the 


Prophet Isaiah made this majestic 
announcement: 


For unto us a Child is born, 

Unto us a Son is gwen; 

And the government shall be upon 
His Shoulders: 

And His name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, 

The mighty God, 

The everlasting Father, 

The Prince of Peace. 


Here the event is made sub- 
sidiary to the person. What a 
galaxy of starlike names irradiates 
this glorious vision of the Messiah. 
Yet this One was born the child 
of Mary. “My Maker: contracted 
to a span.’ Great is the mystery 
of Godliness: God was manifest 
in the flesh. 


“Christ, by highest heaven adored, 
Christ, the everlasting Lord, 
Late in time behold Him come, 
Offspring of a virgin’s womb; 
Hail th’ Incarnate Deity, 
Pleased as Man with men to dwell, 
Jesus our Immanuel! 
Hark! the herald angels sing 
“Glory to the new-born King.” 


His Son? 


Ancient kings were elected. 


|'Modern kings are hereditary mon- 


_archs; but Jesus Christ was born 
a King, and He was born a 


Saviour. 


“Born to raise the sons of earth, 
Born to give them second birth. ” 


He was from His birth the 
flower of all the race, and all the 
finest elements of mankind met in 
Him, the outcome of the ages. 
Thou art fairer than the children 
of men, grace is poured into Thy 
lips: therefore God hath blessed 
Thee for ever. 

Though spotless, innocent and 
pure, the child could not have 
provided redemption for His race 
had He not been divine. He was 
the Son given by the Father, who 
‘so loved the world that He gave 
‘His only begotten Son. Judas 


could give the body of Jesus to 
‘be crucified, but Christ gave Him- 


self, for “the Son of God loved 


‘me, and gave Himself for me.” 
‘Here is where the atonement of 
Christ receives its infinite virtue. 
Is there anything too much for 


God to give now that He has given 
He that spared not His 


own Son, but delivered Him up for 


us all, how shall He not with Him 
also freely give us all things? 


In a world like ours with its 
confusions and fears it is well for 
legislators, statesmen and rulers 
to remember that the governmen- 
tal authority has been placed upon 
the shoulder of this new-born 
King. While men are saying: 
Let us break their bands asunder, 
and cast away their cords from 
us; God is “laughing” at their 
futile opposition to His rule, and 
is announcing: Yet have I set My 
King upon My holy hill of Zion. 
Christ is born to reign, to wear 
the diadems of universal authori- 
ty. He must reign until all His 
enemies are put under His feet. 
Already, in the purpose of God, 
He is King of kings and Lord of 
lords. 


“Oh, come, let us adore Him, 
Oh come, ‘let us adore Him, Christ 
the Lord!” 


The men who heard Jesus 
speak, and saw His glorious deeds 
said, Whence hath this man this 
wisdom and these mighty works? 
There was resting upon Him the 
spirit of counsel and might, for 
He was the Wonderful Counsellor, 
who was with the Father in the 
beginning: “Before the mountains 
were settled, before the hills was 
I brought forth: While as yet He 
had not made the earth, nor the 
fields, nor the —s part of the 
dust of the earth. 

If Christ were not divine there 
would be no adequate explanation 
of the place He holds in history. 
How, too, could we account for 
His contribution to music, litera- 
ture, painting, sculpture and archi- 
tecture? He is “the Mighty God, 
the Everlasting Father,” and He 
was conscious of His deity when 
He said: He that hath seen Me 
hath seen the Father, ...I am 
in the Father, and the Father in 
me, ...I1 and My Father are one. 


A world on the verge of war, 
with international bitternesses 
ready to burst into open flames of 
bloody hate, catches for a brief 
spell the song of angels, and 
realizes that there can be no true 
and solid peace for man the in- 
dividual, or for men as nations, 
until He, the Prince of Peace, 
shall reign. 


“Sages, leave your contemplations 
Brighter visions beam afar! 
Seek the great Desire of nations, 
Ye have seen His natal star: 

Come and worship! 
Worship Christ, the new-born King.”

COPENHAGEN, Denmark—(By Mail to U. S.)—Well, 
friends, | am not going back for the next lesson. I think they 
will be relieved. | know I will. 

What lesson? Why, the skiing lesson which I took just the 
day before this is being typed out. Never did I think I’d be on 
a pair of skis. But, life is like that. I was on skis. But not 
very long. 

It happened in this manner: It was cold and snowing out- 
side. And some of the newspapermen had told me of the new 
ski slide which a department store had arranged for beginners 
to receive instruction. They used a phony snow and the slide 
was not very high—a matter of six or seven feet at most—and 
it sloped away very swiftly to give a start and then leveled off 


a bit. 
It’s curious how things like that get into the mind. 

The first time I just stood around and watched. It looked 

easy. And then the fist of temptation knocked at the 

old skull. It said: ‘““No one knows you here. The peo- 

ple you’ve met won’t be present. Not at the ski slide. 

Why not obey that impulse?” 

But with great strength of character I put temptation be- 
hind me. Any man with a figure such as mine knows instinc- 
tively he has no business on a pair of skis. But temptation 
seems to be stronger in the north, up close to where Santa Claus 
has his stow. It must be that. The will power gets its nose 
and feet frost bitten and it can’t take it. 


WAS HE SHOVED? 

It was almost as if someone had pushed me. I was just 
standing there and all of a sudden the devil, or somebody, 
pushed me. I! was walking toward the instructor. 

He took it better than I thought. Many people here speak 
English, and so he said, very gravely, ‘“‘Ah, Ameri-can.” Like 


that. 

The fee was three kroner, which was cheap at the 
price. The Dane, a small Dane and not a Great Dane, 
fitted me with the skiing shoes, led me to the top of 
the slide where there was a platform, and began to place 
the skis on my shoes.

DECREED BY BRAZIL 


Buyers of Foreign Exchange 
Must Pay Three 
Per Cent. 
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RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Dec. 
24.—()—President Getulio Var- 
gas in a decree today made the 
purchase of export bills a monop- 
oly of the Bank of Brazil and es- 
tablished a hierarchy in the for- 
eign exchange market with im- 
po and export freight carriers 


‘at the top. 


The measure obliges buyers of 
foreign exchange to pay the Bank 
of Brazil a three per cent tax on 
every purchase. ’ 

It was estimated that on imports 
alone the tax would yield upwards 
of $8,000,000 a year. 

The decree set up four catego- 
ries, for which foreign exchange 
will be available after the needs 
of the government have been met, 
covering: 

1. Importers and export freight 
carriers. 

2. Imports of materials needed 
by public utilities. 

3. Dividends and “profits 
general.” 

4. Other needs. 

It was learned a supplementary 
measure under’ consideration 
would subject importers to a spe- 
cial permit system in applying for 
foreign exchange.

A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 
Merry Christmas! 


This year, as I send you my 
Christmas greetings, I am thou- 
sands of miles from home. Months 
have passed since I left our con- 
tinent, and other months will go 
by before my return. 

“How do you celebrate Christ- 
mas in Egypt?” I asked an Egyp- 
tian. 

I know very well that most 
Egyptians do not celebrate it at 
all, for 93 per cent of the peo- 
ple are Mohammedans. They look 
upon Moses and Jesus as prophets, 
but do not think them nearly so 
great as Mohammed. They cele- 
brate the birthday of the man who 
is supposed to have given them 
the Koran. 

The Egyptian to whom I spoke 
is not a Mohammedan, however. 
He is a Copt—that is, a Christian 
of a certain kind. 

“Our Christmas,” he _ replied, 
“comes on January 7, not on De- 
cember. 25. The seventh of Jan- 
uary is the old date, and we have 
kept it. 

“On our Christmas day, we have 
a feast. In fact, we have two 
feasts—one after midnight, the 
other in the early afternoon. 

“For 43 days before Christmas, 
we do not eat meat of any kind. 
On Christmas Eve we go to church 
—to a midnight service. Then we 
come home, and start to eat. Often 
the feasts lasts for two hours. 


“The children in a family m 
or may not stay up for the mi 
night feast. Sometimes they ¢ 
awakened so they can come to 
table. In that case they want ve 
much to see their Christmas pre 
ents. We give them one or t 
but save the better ones for 
morning. 

“Our boys and girls do not ha 
up their stockings for Santa Cla 
to fill. We tell them the prese 
come from Jesus, not from San 
Claus,” ;

MacGregor Reports Only 55 
Days More of Night 
Remain.

REINDEER POINT, Greenland, 
Dec. 24.—(By Wireless.)—Many 
people have come to believe that 
in the polar region one has six 
months day and six months night. 
This is only partly correct. The 
closer one goes toward the pole, 
the closer the long day and night 
becomes nearly equal. However, 
at the poles the days and nights 
are never equal. I doubt whether 
there are any places in the world 
where the days and nights are 
equal. 

Four months of night seem like 
a long time, but night life in the 
arctic is not what it used to be 
several years ago before the radio 
came into general use. Nowadays, 
we are in daily communication 
with our homes in the states and 
are able to talk with many other 
countries. We receive the latest 
news four times daily and many 
of the regular broadcasts. We 
have many of the late talkie 
movies which are always’ very 
useful as entertainment during the 
long winter night. 

Here at our polar camp we are 
now nearing our so-called polar 
midnight, which occurs Wednes- 
day at 1:22 a. m. At this time the 
sun is really the closest to us, but 
because of the inclination of the 
earth, causes our long night. The 
sun left us last October 24 offi- 
cially, but because of the cloudy 
weather, we have not seen the sun 
since October 9, when it was low 
on the southern horizon. We have 
had 76 days of night and will have 
55 days more of night before the 
sun returns. This may be increas- 
ed due to cloudy weather when 
the sun returns February 17,

Getting Too Much Sleep 

The McGills are afraid they’re 
getting too much sleep, according 
to David’s letter. In Denmark 
during the winter months the sun 
rises at 8 o’clock in the morning 
and sets as early as 4 in the after- 
noon. In fact there’s so much 
night, they say, that they haven’t 
had much of an opportunity to see 
the landscape under sunlight.
